He then went to Paris where, with John Jay and 
Benjamin Franklin, he signed the preliminaries of the treaty, Nov. 30, 
1782, and was instrumental in the insertion of a clause prohibiting, on 
the British evacuation, the ‘carrying away any negroes or other property 
of the inhabitants”.

THE PRINT 
There are some early American historical prints of such extreme rarity and importance that it 
is fortunate to find them in any condition. The excellent state of preservation of this rare print, 
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however, is to be especially noted. "THERE ARE ONLY FIVE OTHER KNOWN IMPRESSIONS, THREE OF 
WHICH ARE IN PERMANENT PUBLIC COLLECTIONS. The view shows the five of the southernmost 
buildings of the Old Brick Row. It is the earliest most important and accurate view of Yale as 
it appeared at the turn of the nineteenth century. An amusing detail of the view to be noted 
is the game of football being played on the Green, the “high-hatted’’ students wearing costumes 
of President Dwight’s day, highly ill-suited for athletic sports. The first college building was 
erected in 1717-18 and demolished in 1782. Yale College was chartered by the Connecticut 
Assembly in 1701 and located at Saybrook, where it remained until 1716, when it was removed 
to New Haven. The name was bestowed in 1718, in honor of Elihu Yale. This first building 
was razed when the Old Brick Row was in its earliest stages of construction. (Stokes &@ Haskell, 
American Historical Prints.) 


AMOS DOOLITTLE (1754-1832) SOLDIER AND ARTIST 
The life and career of Amos Doolittle is a most interesting chapter in the early history of the 
graphic arts in this country. His famous series of four engravings depicting the Battles of 
Lexington and Concord, published in 1775, are the most important historical plates done 
in America. They were engraved directly from the original and accurate sketches by Ralph 
Earle (1751-1801). These prints overshadow even the importance of Paul Revere’s famous 
plate of the Boston Massacre of 1770 and Roman’s Exact View of the Late Battle of Charlestown. 
This is the first time an impression of his important Yale print has ever been available in this 


market or at public sale.

This quaint and attractive winter scene and view of Wall Street has the distinction of being 
the rarest and most important New York street scene and view of this famous street, looking east 
from Broadway. This view is an especially interesting and historical contemporary record of 
the street as it appeared between the years 1827 and 1834. The edifice partly seen to left, front- 
ing north side of Wall Street near the corner of Broadway, is that of the First Presbyterian 
Church, the best contemporary representation extant of the original building. The large build- 
ing, with cupola, partly seen in centre right distance, is the original Merchants’ Exchange 
building, which was completed in 1827 and destroyed by the great Wall Street fire of 1835. To 
definitely determine the date of this view the fact is to be noted that in the City Directory of 
1834-35, only, “Cummings’ Exchange & Lottery” is listed as such at the address of 86 Broadway, 
the building featured in extreme right foreground. Prior to this date it was only a lottery office, 
and not an “Exchange”. After 1835-36 it was located at 8 Wall Street.

It may be assumed, therefore, that both the architect and publishers of this 
attractive print proudly regarded the erection of this building an appropriate architectural gem 
in the early development of Wall Street. It was temporarily occupied by the New York Stock 
Exchange. No COLLECTION OF EARLY NEW YORK VIEWS IS COMPLETE WITHOUT THIS FINE PRINT, 
of which there is a record of but one other known impression of this state and six copies of the 
regular published issue.

In a paper by Charles Henry Hart, presented to the Massachusetts Historical Society in 1915, 
is a quotation of Charles Willson Peale’s own description of this famous portrait: “Mr. Pitt is 
here represented in Roman dress, in the action of an orator, extending his right arm and points 
to the figure of Liberty, and holding a scroll in his left hand on which is written Magna Charta ; 
before him an altar with civic crown on it, and a flame rising designates his zeal in the cause 
of liberty. The altar is ornamented with the busts of Hampton and Sydney, and wreaths of 
oak leaves embrace them. In the background is a piece of elegant architecture, Whitehall, in 
front of which King Charles I was beheaded.” 

This is the first of the very limited number of the excessively rare mezzotint portraits by Peale. 
As an example of American engraving in the mezzotint manner, the print is without peer in 
the history of the graphic arts in this country, since its publication. This impression is one of 
the eight listed through the diligent research of the late Charles Henry Hart; it is now safe to 
assume that this record will remain permanent. Charles Coleman Sellers in his splendid book, 
The Artist of the Revolution, The Early Life of Charles Willson Peale, places the engraving 
of this plate in the year 1768.

This city, situated on the eastern slope of Mount Davidson about two hundred miles northeast 
of San Francisco, was proud of its fabulously rich mines, likewise of its great newspaper, The 
Territorial Enterprise, for which both Dan de Quille and Mark Twain worked diligently at 
times. Although its mines gave to the world six or seven hundred millions of new wealth and 
a score of millionaires, all this may be forgotten in years to come, while Bonanza Days and 
Roughing It will be read by succeeding generations. The story of Virginia City is a story that 
may be applied to many western mining towns. Years of steady production, a peak, then a

Some forty of the older whalers were purchased by the Federal Government, laden with stones 
and deliberately sunk off Charleston and Savannah harbors in an effort to make the navigable 
channels unsafe for blockade runners. ‘The cargoes of stones were intended to prevent the 
hulks from being raised or washed away after settling into place in the channels.
